But  this  does  not  mean  that  those  offended  have  the  right, 
through  the  Commission's  licensing  power,  to  rule  such  program- 
ming off  the  airways.  Were  this  the  case,  only  the  wholly  inoffen- 
sive, the  bland,  could  gain  access  to  the  radio  microphone  or  TV 
camera.  No  such  drastic  curtailment  can  be  countenanced  under 
the  Constitution,  the  Communications  Act,  or  the  Commission's 
policy,  which  has  consistently  sought  to  insure  'the  maintenance 
of  radio  and  television  as  a  medium  of  freedom  of  speech  and 
freedom  of  expression  for  the  people  of  the  Nation  as  a  whole.' " 

Comm^unist  Party  Affiliation  Issue, 

.  .  .  "Because  of  information  coming  to  the  Commission's  attention 
from  several  sources,  the  Commission  requested  information  from 
Pacifica  Foundation  on  this  score.  On  the  basis  of  information 
obtained  from  Government  sources,  the  Foundation,  and  our  own 
inquiry,  we  do  not  find  any  evidence  warranting  further  inquiry 
into  the  qualifications  in  this  respect  of  Pacifica  Foundation." 

The  Unauthorized  Transfer  of  Control. 

.  .  .  "It  is  clear  that  Pacifica  did  not  seek  to  conceal  or  misrepresent 
any  facts  concerning  those  who  control  its  affairs  .  .  ."

Dear  Friends, 

This  week  the  subscribers  of  KPFK  will  be  receiving  the  first  of  three  letters 
from  me.  The  letters  will  ask  for  contributions  to  the  station  over  and  above 
subscriptions.  I  hope  you  will  make  the  second  and  third  letters  unnecessary  by 
answering  the  first  letter  with  the  largest  contribution  possible  to  you. 

The  letters  will  set  forth  KPFK's  financial  situation  in  greater  detail  than  I  can  do 
here.  The  basic  fact  is  that  KPFK's  listener-sponsor  subscriptions  do  not  yet  match 
the  cost  of  operating  the  station.  Because  of  this  gap  we  have  each  year  since  the 
station  went  on  the  air  had  to  ask  for  contributions  beyond  subscriptions.  During  the 
past  year  expenses  of  KPFK  have  included  a  share  in  the  cost  of  Pacifica's  appearance 
before  the  Senate  Subcommittee  and  the  continuing  effort  to  cause  the  FCC  to  issue 
a  broadcasting  license  to  KPFK. 

The  Senate  Subcommittee  in  July  published  its  report  on  Pacifica  without  charges 
or  legislative  recommendations. 

The  FCC  issued  our  license  on  January  22nd  and  at  the  same  time  indicated  that 
there  was  no  foundation  to  the  charges  of  political  influence.  Maintaining  an  expres- 
sion of  decent  respect  toward  these  organs  of  our  government  has  sometimes  been 
trying  during  this  past  year  and  it  has  been  costly.  These  problems  are  now  behind  us. 
Pacifica's  idea  of  broadcasting  has  won  wider  recognition  than  ever  before.  Only  our 
inadequate  resources  now  inhibit  new  achievements  in  free,  listener-sponsored,  non- 
commercial radio. 

1964  can  be  a  year  of  celebrating  KPFK's  constant  improvement.  To  make  it  so, 
we  must  retire  the  oldest  part  of  our  debt,  and  we  must  increase  our  subscription 
income.  Both  of  these  obligations  take  money.  The  money  has  to  come  from  Pacifica's 
friends.  You,  the  subscriber-sponsors,  are  the  only  true  friends  KPFK  has.  It  is  up 
to  you. 

Please  send  your  contributions — as  large  as  you  can — to  KPFK,  Los  Angeles  38, 
right  now.  The  station  and  the  ideal  you  strengthen  are  your  own.
